DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Habu (JP 10339136). 

Habu discloses a thermostat as shown in Figs. 2-5. The thermostat 3 comprises a first 
valve element 31 associated with a first channel 41, a second valve element 32 associated with a 
second channel 42, operation member within case (shaded area outside of the thermal expansion 
material) sealed at one end which containing thermal expansion material 34 and open end with 
piston 35B, flange unit 3 1 and locking portion in the center of housing 30. The outward flange 
3 1 open and close the first closes the open end of the housing 30. The flange of first valve 3 1 is 
integrated with the case 35 as shown in Figs.3 and 4, Fig. 4 is also provided below. Even it is 
formed in one piece, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to integrally manufacture flange and case, since it has been held to 
be within the general skill of worker in the art to make plural parts unitary as a matter of obvious 
engineering choice. In re Larson , 144 USPQ 347 (CCPA 1965); In re Lockart , 90 USPQ 214 
(CCPA 1951). 
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3. Claims 1, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Mitsubishi Motors Corp. (JP 61-43928). 

Mitsubishi discloses a thermostat as shown in Figs. 1-4. The thermostat comprises a first 
flange valve 9, first channel 6, second valve 8, second channel 4, operating member 1 1 with 
case, thermal material 10, seal 12, and guide member near piston protrudes area and piston 13. 
The case is formed as hollow container with bottomed cylindrical shape as shown in Figs. 1-4. In 
regard to the welding, the method of connection is a design choice. Even it is formed in one 
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piece, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to integrally manufacture flange and case, since it has been held to be within the 
general skill of worker in the art to make plural parts unitary as a matter of obvious engineering 
choice. In re Larson , 144 USPQ 347 (CCPA 1965); In re Lockart , 90 USPQ 214 (CCPA 1951).
